Deadline Nearing For Conclusion 
Of U. S.-Japanese Negotiations 


TOKYO—In the third week of the U. S.-Japanese negotiations 
on cotton textiles, the expectations of American industry and the 
assurances of American officials that concessions to Japan would 
be limited to a five per cent increase were being tested under further 
pressure. Yet at mid-week no agreement was in sight, the position 


of the Japanese government still 
reflecting the views of its busi- 
ness interests in demanding in- 
creases far beyond acceptability. 

Although suggestions were 
being made on the Japanese 
side for a prolongation of nego- 
tiations into a fourth week, U. S. 
representatives had previously 
made it clear that the meetings 
should be concluded at the end 
of the third week, and both the 
U. S. delegation and the busi- 
ness and labor advisory group 
are expected not to stay beyond 
that period. 

Ikeda Concerned 

The likelihood as assessed by 
most observers, was that if an 
agreement were initialed by Sep- 
tember 10, it would probably be 
consummated as a result of 
political pressures. It was made 
known that Premier Ikeda had 
concerned himself directly in the 
progress of the talks in which 
the Japanese position had up to 
that point expressed the views 
of the Ministry on International 
Trade and Industry and the Jap- 
anese textile interests. 

Meanwhile, on the American 
side, fear was felt that the as- 
surances given at Geneva that 
the Javanese increase would be 
limited to five per cent of pres- 
ent quotas, coupled with a 30 
per cent rollback effective for 
Hong Kong were being eroded 
under new pressure of the State 
Department to bring back some 


kind of agreement. 

The temporary agreement 
reached at Geneva for the year 
ended Sept. 30, 1962 has not 
yet been signed by Japan, and 
Japan has indicated that she will 
not sign unless she obtains an 
acceptable bilateral arrangement 
fromthe U.S. Inasmuchas Japan’s 
adherence to the Geneva pact is 
deemed of special importance, 
the Japanese are effectively ex- 
ploiting this consideration in 
their cotton textile negotiations 
with the U. S. The time factor is 
also acute because a meeting has 
been scheduled in Geneva on 
October 9 to develop a long- 
range multilateral agreement 
on cotton textiles and apparel 
to take effect beginning October 
1, 1962 when the present short- 
term Geneva agreement expires.

Men’s and boys’ spring knits and 
swimwear will be bright and var- 
iously styled, according to a look 
at the primary market lines. In 
swimwear, boxer trunks are 
prominently represented. Donald 
F. McMurray shows them in 
Helanca and woven Lastex, 
short and regular, in plaids, 
plain colors and poplins. 

Prints are well-represented in 
hot shades and plaids, but solids 
are holding. Knitted trunks in 
various patterns are popular, as 
in Nat Thrope & Co.’s line. 
Here Helancas in many patterns 
and a full range of boxers in the 
California model and the regula- 
tion long model are available. 
Four typical styles are a faille 
Lastex football model with a 
laced fly front, half-black, half 
contrasting color; a faille Lastex, 
with small checked pattern with 
a zippered fly-front in a long- 
legged boxer; a knit in the 12- 
inch length, a new season model 
in a small checked pattern with 
a double band, and a Helanca 
stretch model with horizontal 
stripes in the season’s colors, hot 
orange, taupe and magenta, and 
in the basic colors. 

Beach boys, reversibles and 
novelties are also shown in this 
line as well as in others. 

Swim Trunks 

A similar variety is in Merlyn 
Mills’ line, with its complete of- 
ferings of men’s, boys’ and 
junior sizes in boxers, zipper fly 
fronts, knits and in walking 
short length, Ivy League styling 
and terry cloth. 

They are yarn-dyed wovens, 
plaids, prints (including Cali- 
fornias and the more convention- 
al types). 

Colors are solid with a lot of 
novelty trims and treatments.

A similar variety runs through 
the Frank Koday Co. line. Five 
typical numbers are:

It is made 
with a belt and buckle tnat 
opens and also with a drawstring 
and it comes in wider stripes, in 
several blanks and jacquard pat- 
terns. 

e A 100 per cent Helanca 
knit trunk with belt and buckle, 
drawstring, simulated fly and em- 
broidery. Other models have 
side inserts with matching belts 
and buckles in high tashion 
shades and colors. 

e A regular boxer model with 
belt and buckle, lined and in 
multi-color stripings of wide and 
narrow contrasting blends, made 
also in Breezer and Nassau mod- 
els. 

e Block plaids, matched in a 
Nassau model, with tab with 
button through button and but- 
ton hole and a drawstring. It 
comes in high fashion colors 
and combinations and an elastic 
back. 

e A lined poplin trunk with 
knitted side inserts and belt to 
match the buckle. Again, the 
hot colors are splashed over the 
line, along with the stripes and 
printed patterns with trims to 
match the body colors. 

The firm also makes lined 
cabana sets with woven terry 
cloth and unlined jacket cabana 
sets made with striped and print- 
ed fabrics. 

In men’s and boys’ shirts, hot 
and modified hot shades come in 
cottons, blends of cotton and 
Dacron, cotton and acetate and 
various synthetics, including 
Ban-Lon. 

Herbert Mills Associates, Inc., 
line, for example, is of 100 per 
cent combed cottons and blends 
of cotton and Dacron and cotton 
and acetate. 

The colorings are in the modi- 
fied hot shades that have been 
toned down to give effective 
color combinations. 

Such shades are used primar- 
ily in blending combinations 
rather than solid colors except 
in few instances. There is prim- 
arily surface interest in treat- 
ment in most of the cloth. The 
styling is varied, running from 
fashion collars, self collars, boat 
necks, crew necks, convertible 
collars, Continental collars and 
one-piece collars. Patterns, as 
with other firms, are chiefly in 
stripings, solid and surface in- 
terest. 
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SUMMARY OF LINES 

Women’s: Man-tailored and 
novelty collar and placket styles, 
including scoop, cowl, ring, ba- 
teau and V-necks.

e A 100 per cent combed 
cotton with a multi-diagonal 
stripe panel insert and a fashion 
collar. 

e A 100 per cent virgin Or- 
lon in a regular pullover. 

e A full seven-button cardi- 
gan sweater shirt with a multi- 
stripe side panel of stripes.

{t comes in a standard mesh or 
a new basket weave with a high 
styled collar. 

Plackets proliferate. In the 
Greene Associates line, they are 
the major item. The company is 
offering a $1.95 line in copper, 
orange, deeper blue, greens, 
blacks and whites. Mesh fab- 
rics are the word here. 

Collar variety is phenomenal 
this season. Nat Thrope’s cotton 
for men, for example, come in 
Italian and fashion collars, boat 
necks and regular plackets. 
Aaron Hirschmann shows simi- 
lar variety in his Ban-Lon with 
boat necks and fashion collar 
plackets. 

Thrope’s line includes a full 
range of terries in pullovers and 
coats and comes, like most of 
his colleagues’ merchandise, in 
hot and basic colors. 

The synthetics get a big play, 
particularly in the Oxenfeldt, 
Rouder and Levenson men’s 
line. Ban-Lon and Antron shirts 
come in stripes, links and links, 
cables and fleur de lys. There 
are blends of Ban-Lon and An- 
tron and Ban-Lon and rayon and 
Orlon Sayelles. 

At this firm, a spokesman 
voices the sentiments of many in 
the industry outlook when he 
foresees a big demand for stripes 
and a lot of interest in Antron.

: 2 WHEN is a knitted shirt a sweater-shirt? What is the difference 
| between a full-fashioned shirt and mock-fashioned one? These are 
we two of the questions which crop up at the start of each season to 
| confound retail buyers and, surprisingly, even many knit sport 
| shirt manufacturers and distributors. 
To paraphrase the old saw 
about the rose, calling a knit 
shirt a sweater-shirt does not 
make it one. Similarly, so-called

shirt. Contrast this with the cut- 
-and-sew knit shirt illustrated in 
Figure 2. Note these points of 
difference: 

e The sweater-shirt has the 
same kind of rib cuffs at the 
sleeves and rib trim at the waist 
as in a pullover type sweater. 

e The rib trims of the sleeve 
and waistband are attached in 
the form of uninterrupted or 
continuous knitting; they are, in 
other words, not anchored to the 
sleeves and body of the garment 
by a seam. 

A close look at Figure 2 will 
disclose these characteristics of 
the cut-and-sew shirt: 

e The shirt does not have rib 
trims at the sleeves and waist. 

e The sleeves and waist are 
finished with a turned-up hem or 
welt edge. It’s important to re- 
cognize, however, that like all 
rules, this one has its exception. 
Some cut-and-sew shirts sport 
the same type of rib trims that 
adorn the sweater-shirt in Figure 

FIGURE 1 1, but these rib trims, unlike 
SWEATER-SHIRT FEATURES those found on sweater-shirts, 
are sewn on rather than ap- 
pended to the garment in seam- 
less fashion via knitting. Thus 
these garments are not sweater- 
shirts. 


above depend, in the one case, 
on how the knitted shirt was 
manufactured and, in the second 
instance, on how the fashion 
marks were incorporated into 
the garment. 

Actually, knitted sport shirts 
fall into two basic groupings— 
sweater-shirts and cut-and-sew 
shirts. The difference between 
the two is not in cut and style, 
since cut-and-sew knit shirts can 
be fabricated to look like sweat- 
er-shirts. The test rather is the 
manner in which the knitted 
sport shirt has been produced. 


Sweater-Shirt Defined 

A sweater-shirt is entitled to that 
designation only if, in addition 
to aping the appearance of a 
sweater, it is knitted from dyed 
or greige yarn on the same type 
of garment-length machines as 
isemployed in the knitting of a 
sweater.

Sweater-Shirt Types 


Just as knit shirts can be sub- 
divided into two basic classes, 
the sweater-shirt category covers 
two different types of garments 
full-fashioned and circular 
knit sweater-shirts. Here too the 
big difference between the two 
kinds is in the way they have 
been knitted. 

One difference arises from the 
fact that the full-fashioned sweat- 
er-shirt is knitted-to-fit in the 
form of front, back and sleeve 
blanks which are later joined to-

gether, the knit 
sweater-shirt is knitted-to-shape 
in tubular fashion. 

Another difference between 
the two is in the basic stitch of 
the garment. Full-fashioned 
sweater-shirts, except for the rib 
trims at the sleeves and waist- 
band and the collar, are always 
knitted in the jersey stitch. The 
body of a circular knit sweater- 
shirt, on the other hand, may be 
of any of the basic stitch struc- 
ture since the sweater-length 
machine used in its manufacture 
can be a rib, interlock, jersey 
or links and links unit. 

Fashion Marks 

Still another difference be- 
tween the two kinds of sweater- 
shirts is the so-called ‘fashion 
marks.” Fashion marks are al- 
ways a distinctive feature of full- 
fashioned sweater-shirts but are 
not a characteristic of the circu- 
lar knit sweater-shirts. The knit- 
ting process involved in circular 
knit sweater-shirts cannot result 
in fashion marks. If fashion 
marks are found on a circular 
knit sweater-shirt, they are not 
the result of the knitting tech- 
nique; the fashion marks were 
inserted after the garment was 
knitted, as will be explained in 
greater detail elsewhere in this 
article. 

Full-Fashioned 
Sweater-Shirts 

The knit-to-fit feature of a 
full-fashioned sweater-shirt is 
achieved during the knitting op- 
eration by increasing or decreas- 
ing the number of wales or 
lengthwise loops in the knitted 
fabric. This is the result of an 
operation known technically as 
fashioning and which involves 
movement of loops inward from 
or outward to the selvedges as 
required by the shaping opera- 
tion. In moving loops outward 
or inward during fashioning, 
bunches of loops are piled up on 


certain needles, resulting in the 


fashion marks that are a feature 
of all full-fashioned garments. 

The sole purpose of the fash- 
ioning operation is to shape the 
knitted fabric so that it will con- 
form with the contour of the 
prospective wearer of the gar- 
ment. In this way shaping of 
fabric by means of cutting knives 
or scissors is avoided. Thus, all 


that is required in the final as- 
sembly of the garment is to seam 
ihe fronts, backs and sleeve por- 
tions together to form a complete 
garment. 

The machine on which this 
intricate form of knitting is done 
bears little technical kinship to 
the rotary knitting machine on 
which the circular knit sweater- 
shirt is turned out or the rotary 
yardgoods machine on which the 
bolts of cloth for cut-and-sew 
knit shirts are produced. An off- 
spring from the highly compli- 
cated equipment on which wom- 
en’s sheer full-fashioned hosiery 
is made, the full-fashioning ma- 
chine is a flat bar spring beard 
unit constructed in multiple sec- 
tions which operate simultane- 
ously. Full-fashioning machines 
range in gauge from 18 to 24. 
Gauge in full-fashioned knitting 
does not mean the same as in 
circular knitting. Gauge of a 
full-fashioned machine refers to 
the number of needles per inch 
and one-half of its needlebed. 
This means that a 21 gauge ma- 
chine would have 14 needles per 
inch. 

The fact that the machine is 
equipped with spring beard 
needles is claimed to be a 
marked advantage in terms of 
the quality of the fabric pro- 
duced. The nature of the spring 
beard needle is such that the 
loop which it draws is somewhat 
more symmetrical than the loop

drawn by a latch needle. The 
result is that spring needle fabric 
tends to have a more uniform 
knitted structure than the fabric 
turned out on a knitting machine 
equipped with latch needles. 

The operation of producing a 
full-fashioned sweater-shirt is a 
highly complex one. The first 
step is the knitting of the rib 
trims for the sleeves and waist- 
bands on a V-bed flat latch 
needle machine. The collars too 
are knitted on this machine. 
Not before the rib ends for the 
sleeve and body sections of the 
_ garments are run-on the needles 
of the full-fashioning machine 
can knitting of the front and 
back body and sleeve blanks of 
the full-fashioned sweater-shirt 
be undertaken. 

Knitting of these parts of the 
garment is invariably done on

Shaping by cutting a lay-up of circu- 


lar knitted yardgoods in the manu- 
‘facture of cut-and-sew knitted shirts. 
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two full-fashioning machines 
a so-called body blank machine 
which alternately produces fronts 
and backs and a larger section 
sleever, knitting sleeve blanks. 

After all these parts of the 
full-fashioned sweater-shirt have 
been knitted, it is then ready for 
assembly. Sleeves are joined to 
the fronts and backs at the 
shoulders via looping, a seaming 
operation which produces a flat 
elastic chain stitch seam. Loop- 
ing is also the means by which 
the collar and placket are joined 
to the garment. Sides of sleeves 
and bodies are joined by cup 
seaming, a distinctive sewing 
operation which also produces a 
fiat elastic chain stitch seam. 

What happens to a full-fash- 
ioned sweater-shirt after it has 
been completely assembled de- 
pends on its fiber content and 
whether or not the garment has 
been produced from dyed or un- 
dyed yarn. If, for example, a 
full - fashioned sweater - shirt is 
knitted of Textralized (Ban-Lon) 
filament nylon yarn, the chances 
are that the yarn was not dyed 
in advance. Thus, the garment 
would be dyed in fully assem- 
bled form but prior to sewing 
on of the buttons. However, 
before a full-fashioned Ban-Lon 
sweater-shirt can be dyed, a 
number of things have to done 
to it to assure that the garment 
will fit properly and maintain its 
knit-to-fit feature throughout its 
life. 

The first principal dyeing step 
is relaxation. The full-fashioned 
sweater - shirt is given a light 
scour to relax the stitch—actu- 
ally to induce shrinkage of the 
fabric in accordance with the 
mill’s predetermined size speci- 
fications. To assure that the gar- 
ment will remain in its relaxed 
state, it is then heat set in an 
autoclave. Once these two steps 
have been performed, then the 
garment is ready to be dyed. 
Dyeing is usually done by plac- 
ing the garments in mesh bags 
in overhead paddle machines, 
following which they are extrac- 
ted, tumble dried and then 
pressed and packed. 

Not all full-fashioned sweater- 
shirts, of course, are wet pro- 
cessed in this fashion. If the 
sweater-shirt is knitted of a wool 
yarn or an expensive hair fiber 
such as cashmere, chances are 
that the yarn was dyed in advance 
of knitting. If the full-fashioned 
sweater-shirt was knitted of Or- 


lon, however, it is more likely 
to undergo the same post-knit- 
ting treatment as the full-fash- 
ioned Ban-Lon_ sweater-shirt, 
except for thermosetting. 


Circular Knit 
Sweater-Shirts 


Circular knit shirts can be 
produced on any type of circular 
knitting machine capable of 
grinding out continuous tubes of 
garment-lengths with attached 
rib trims. These machines, as 
previously indicated, can be op- 
erated on the jersey, rib or inter- 
lock principle; that is, the body 
of the shirt strip can be in a plain 
jersey stitch with attached rib 
trim or in an interlock stitch with 
the same type of knit-on rib end. 
Mostly, however, circular knit 
sweater-shirts are turned out on 
interlock garment-length ma- 
chines. 

These interlock units run the 
gamut from single purpose mul- 
ti-feed types to the slower-pro- 
ducing multiple purpose variety. 
The machines have a cut range 
up to 18 needles per inch in dial 
and cylinder. The tubular sweat- 
er-shirt strips can be turned out 
completely seamless or with 
needles out at one point for a 
cutting line. Depending upon 
the size of the sweater - shirt, 
manufacturers may obtain as 
many as two shirt bodies or four 
sleeves lengths from a single 
sweater-shirt strip. The width 
of the sweater-shirt strip is de- 
termined either by the diameter 
of the machine or the fineness 
of the machine cut. Machines 
come in up to 33-inch diameters, 
although the predominant num- 
ber of machines are 30-inch dia- 
meter models. Where extra fine 
cut machines are used, this is 
done largely to obtain a wide 
sweater-shirt strip rather than an 
especially fine piece of knitted 
fabric. 

The sweater-shirt strips come 
off the circular garment-length 
machines in continuous tubular 
form. Each sweater-shirt strip 
—consisting of a body or sleeve 
length with attached rib trim— 
is separated from the next by a 
readily removable drawthread 
course. Once the drawthread or 
separating course is snipped and 
pulled out, the sweater-shirt strip 
comes apart from the continuous 
tube. The separated sweater- 
shirt lengths are then set up on a 
cutting table in plies of up to a 
dozen and armholes, sleeve 
lengths, pockets are cut with 


Rotary interlock garment-length ma- 
chine which produces circular knit 
sweater-shirts in tubular strip form. 
either scissors or electric cloth 
cutting knives or are stamped 
out on hydraulic die cutters. 
These various cut parts of the 
sweater-shirt are then ready to 
be joined. 

A number of operations pre- 
cede the cutting up of the 
separate sweater - shirt lengths. 
If the garment is knitted of Tex- 
tralized yarn, the continuous 
lengths of sweater-strips before 
separation must be subject first 
to a relaxation operation to set 
the stitch, after which the cloth 
is sent out to a commission dyer 
to be dyed in strip form. 

Circular knit sweater - shirts 
produced of high - bulk Orlon 
yarn are also generally knitted 
from greige yarn, dyeing being

‘Bold, New Approach To Knit Shirt Styling Seen Needed 


By VIRGINIA CORNING 


’s furnishings interviewed 
recently. The situation has 
most acute in the high 
hool and college market, and 
especially where summer shirts 
are concerned. Some buyers fee!, 
however, that the trend toward 
wovens merely represents the 
swing of the fashion pendulum 
which will eventually turn back 
to knits again. 

Despite rather glum reports 
on this season’s knit shirt busi- 
ness, some bright spots appear 
in the picture. One of these is a 
more optimistic approach to fall, 
with evidence of greater con- 
sumer interest in knit shirts for 
fall and winter than in the spring 
and summer. Some buyers, how- 
ever, reported no signs of re- 
covery as yet, though their 
opinions were registered near the 
end ot August with hot weather 
still prevailing. 

Most retailers report the ra- 
"ther simply styled, solid color 
basic sports shirt as their main- 
stay in the knit shirt field—and 
this without too much regard to 
season. Yet, by a reasoning not 
quite as contradictory as it 
seems, a number of these also 
hold the view that the recent 
trend toward basic and conserva- 
tive styling has stifled the in- 
dustry’s former ability to produce 
novelty items which can appeal 
to the youthful consumer's un- 
ending search for “something 
new.” 

Most of the knit shirts now on 
the market, retailers say, are 
almost exactly the same as those 
offered in previous seasons. 
Woven shirts, on the other hand, 
have come out with numerous 
variations of pattern, collar de- 
poatne and other new notes. 

They are cool in summer, and 
they now have wash-and-wear 
characteristics that stand up well, 
relation to the “no-iron” ad- 
vantages which originally could 
be claimed solely by the knit 
shirts,

While the golf shirt 
continues as a standard for knit 
shirts, as one buyer remarked, 
“kids don’t play golf.” 

“Today’s market is an item 
market and when you find 
something that’s hot, you want 
to jump on it fast,” says Marve 
Horenstein, manager of the Gay 
Blade, men’s furnishings store 
which opened one year ago 
on a busy downtown corner. 
Horenstein, with his father and 
brother, is an owner of the busi- 
ness a good-quality, middle-price 
store catering particularly to the 
young man. The family also 
owns the Clothes Horse, luxury- 
priced men’s specialty store in 
the next block. 

Horenstein comments on the 
changed situation in the men’s 
market, once a conservative field 
in which an accepted style would 
continue to sell, year after year. 
Today, he says, a style may 
enjoy great popularity one year 
and be completely out of favor 
the next. 

“Hot” at the moment at this 
store are cotton-knit sweatshirts 
— particularly a_ solid-color 
short-sleeved pullover with short 
zipper and a crew neck of the 
so-called Johnny collar type. 
They are pre-shrunk and avail- 
able in 24 colors, but “no matter 
which colors we stock them in, 
they buy them,” says Horenstein. 

Also selling extremely well is 
a sweatshirt marked off into four 
large blocks, with each block of 
a different color. 

A long-sleeved sweatshirt style 
has been added for fall use, but 
this is not expected to be so 
important. 

In the Portland area, partic- 
ularly for the “kid” market, 
long sleeves have never become 
very popular, perhaps because 
of the mildness of the climate. 
Short sleeves outsell the long 
sleeve, twenty to one, says Mr. 
Horenstein. Even in wool, the 
short sleeve is preferred. 

This store has worked out a 


very successful means of pre- 
testing the student market by 
selecting one sudent in each 
high school who can be consid- 
ered a trend-setter, with leader- 
ship characteristics. He is a boy 
who dresses nicely for school, 
rather than sloppily or freak- 
ishly. Turning the store’s name 
to good use, these boys are des- 
ignated as “Gay Blades.” 

At intervals, the store takes 
this group out to dinner, then 
shows them new styles for their 
consideration and diagnosis. 
Sometimes a sample line is 
shown—as is the case, for in- 
stance, with the Hartog of Cali- 
fornia line carried by this store. 

At one such event, the group 
was unanimously enthusiastic 
over the short-sleeve zip sweat- 
shirts. The store followed their 
guidance in ordering this item 
and found it had picked a win- 
ner. 

Some other stores also re- 
ported good acceptance for these 
sweatshirts — as a style item, 
rather than merely as work 
clothing or outdoor clothing, as 
sweatshirts are often considered. 

The Gay Blade’s consistent 
best seller among knit shirts is 
a solid color basic pullover, 
generally in Ban-Lon. In striped 
or otherwise-patterned shirts, 
Orlon is popular — often in a 
mixture with wool. 

Shades of green (mist, olive 
and black olive) have been the 
recent color leaders, followed by 
the brass shades. 

solid color  golfing-type 
shirt, made by Puritan and re- 
tailing at $8.95, is a persistent 
favorite. Price is apparently not 
an object when satisfaction is 
achieved, and customers continue 
to seek out this shirt in pref- 
erence to similar styles at a 
lower price. 

This is true, also, of stretch 
nylon knit socks in solid colors 
by Camp at $1.50 a pair — 
which, because of their known 
quality continue to outsell socks 
of similar appearance at $1.00. 
These socks in fact, are respon- 
sible for a tremendous portion 
of the store’s entire business 
and are its biggest knitwear 
item. Stocked in a variety of 
fashion colors, they are dis- 
played in several different parts 
of this compact, one-story store 


on Broadway, in the middle of 
Portiand’s theater row. 

One innovation in knit shirts 
is making good headway here— 
sport shirts of Antron nylon. 
Mentioned as the two biggest 
points in favor of this fiber are 
its lustrous appearance and its 
no-snag factor. 

The shirt most frequently 
mentioned as a consistent seller 
is the basic solid color action 
shirt in Ban-Lon. However, 
there were certain stores which 
reported better action in the 
cotton summer shirts than in 
other knit shirt items. 

Something novel in the way 
of styling is needed in the knit- 
ted shirt field if it is to regain 
and maintain back-to-school in- 
terest, says Sidney Weiner of 
Weiner’s clothing stores here. 
The same situation prevails to 
some extent with sweaters. 

Manufacturers, he feels, have 
become extremely conservative 
—where formerly the knit shirt 
makers offered “different” pat- 
terns, trims and knitting effects 
with each new season. Today 
golf shirts and other Ban-Lon 
and cotton numbers are “old 
stuff.” 

Weiner’s downtown store in 
late August was giving prom- 
inent display space near the door 
to some Jantzen cotton knit 
turtleneck pullovers, with long 
sleeves. Sales personnel said the 
items had just been received and 
had already drawn some cus- 
tomer response. 

At J. C. Penny Co., C. Y. 
Nelson, buyer for men’s furnish- 
ings, feels that he has been able 
to offer a very attractive stock 
of knit shirts in 1961. He re- 
ported good business throughout 
the year on them — and the 
basic solid shirt, with small chest 
emblem or other small trim, 
ranks as the all-year favorite. 
An Acrilan shirt “with a good 
neck,” at $2.98, is likely to be 
slightly preferred over a cotton 
shirt at a similar price. 

Ban-Lons, selling at $6.95, 
have been somewhat slow in 
catching on, but are now pick- 
ing up speed at the downtown 


store. They have enjoyed a 
quicker response at the new 
Lloyd Center Penny’s store, 


where customers are less price- 
conscious.

Fashion colors selected for 
the new season include tea rose, 
abright pink, Alice blue, a medi- 
um and a bright navy, expected 
to be very strong for the holi- 
days. Also, a medium green, 
apricot and a flax beige, have 
been chosen in addition to the 
firm’s usual long line of basic 
shades. 

One new sleeveless style was 
a boatneck tunic which could be 
worn with or without a matching 
knit belt and which had the bulk 
of a light shaker. A V-notch was 
set at the center of the neckline. 
Another sleeveless was a full- 
fashioned waist length pullover 
adaptable for wear with an eve- 
ning ensemble or with suits. A 
pebble stitch border decorated 
the round collar and arm open- 
ings.

The Medici stripe and Medici 
plaid fabrics, a Venetian Carni- 
val print, Lombardy stripes, and 
Tuscan tapestry also made their 
appearance in this extensive 
group of matched separates.

The machine is 
designed for knitting fabric in 
the roll and it is claimed that it 
can produce 72 pounds of fabric 
in an eight-hour shift. Pat- 
terned fabrics such as pique and 


double pique, three-color de- 
signs, two-color designs or pat- 
terns in one color as well as 


blister-stitch and raised designs 
with striped or bird’s eve backing 
can all be knitted on this model. 

The yarn stand is of the maga- 
zine teed type; that is, two yarn 
packages at each feed work to- 
gether and the end of one 
package is tied to the start of the 
other so that if one runs out 
the other package automatically 
carries feeding yarn and the 
empty package can be replen- 
ished without having to stop the 
machine. 

Positive Feed 

The yarn is fed to the needles 
in a positive manner by means 
of pairs of conical feed wheels. 
The machine is amply equipped 
with electric stop motions. 
These act instantaneously in the 
event of yarn breakages, yarn 
drag, and empty cones. A sec- 
ondary electric stop motion is

located near the yarn guides. 
All stop motions operate in con- 
junction with signal lights which 
light up in the event a stop mo- 
tion is activated thus helping in 
the quick location of the source 
of the stoppage. 

The needle line is protected 
by a number of needle detectors 
and there is a safety switch cut- 
out. 

Elasticized Cloth 

For the production of elasti- 
cized fabrics swimwear fabrics, 
rubber thread control units can 
be fitted at two, four, and six 
feeders. These tension control 
units neutralize strains and 
friction which are set up in the 
elastic thread. 

The RMR machine is pow- 
ered by a motor which has an 
infinitely adjustable drive so that 
the machine speed be 
adapted easily to the quality of 
the yarn and the structure of 
tne fabric. It has a built in lint 
and dust removal attachment 
which operates on the suction 
principle close to the needle 
line. 

The dial uses two different 
types of needles, and the dial 
cam sections are so designed 
that the two types of dial nee- 
dies may be placed in three dif- 
ferent positions — _ knitting, 
tucking and idling. If required, 
pattern charts can be supplied 
with the machine. 

Dial Cam System 

If one of the two types of 
needles is required to idle at 
alternate feed, so-called safety 
cams must be fitted into the dial 
cam sections at the feeds in ques- 
tion. (See Fig. 3 cams E | and 
E 2.) When knitting double 
blister stitch effects, the dial 
needles are required to idle at 
several adjacent feeds, while the 
cylinder needles are selected by 
the pattern wheels. In order to 
obtain this texture, the dial sec- 

ons must be adjusted as fol- 
»ws: The preliminary cams at 
all those feeds where the dial 
needles are required to miss 
must be set to the working posi-

tion. This is followed by fitting 
at these sections the safety cams 
E | and E 2 for retracting the 
dial needles back into the idle 
position. The stitch cams K 
(Fig. 4) are now adjusted in 
such a way that the needles just 
about protrude over the edge of 
the dial. It is important when 
knitting double blister stitch ef- 
fects to use only good quality 
yarns well-wound and _ well- 


lubricated.

The cylinder is filled with 
one type of needle only. These 
may be selected for knitting or 
tucking either by the inclined 
pattern wheels or by swing 
cams. When knitting fabrics 
where non-selected needles are 
utilized, the dividing cam must 
be put into action. Furthermore, 
the knurled nut 3 must be un- 
screwed until lever 2 is in the 
top position (Fig. 5). The swing 
cam | is now set to the lower 
or tucking position. The same 
adjustments are -Fequired when 


knittin g with pattern wheels 
pane the adjustment is also nec- 
essary when knitting the follow- 
ing fabrics: 

1. Double pique or Rodier 
where the cylinder needles knit 
at alternate feeds. 

2. Patterns where the non- 
selected needles run at “idle” 
height. In Fig. 5, 1 is the swing 
cam, 2, the dividing cam, 3, 
the knurl screw, 4, the screw for 
the clearing cam, and 5, the 
auxiliary cam.

When needles are mis-se- 
lected, the dividing cam is 
pushed out of action without 
damaging the needles and if the 
needles which follow prevent the 
dividing cam from returning to 
its normal position, it will be 
necessary to push a minimum 
of five needles up in order to 
allow the dividing cam to return 
to its normal position. 

When the cylinder needles 
are set to operate at tucking 
level, the dividing cam 2 (Fig. 5) 
must be put out of action. If 
pattern wheels are fitted to the 
feeds, all non-selected needles 
will tuck. 

In order to put the dividing 
cam out of action turn knurled 
nut (Fig. 5) until the screw 
comes to a stop which indicates 
that lever 2 is at its lower posi- 
tion while the swing cam | is 
kept in the lower or tucking 
position. 

If for certain patterns, the dial 
or cylinder needles are out of 
action, at pre-selected feeds, the 
knock-over cams and the auxil- 
iary stitch cams (Fig. 5) have to 
be adjusted in such a way that

the heads of the needles will be 
level with the verges of the dial 
and cylinder. If needles are 
taken further downwards or in- 
wards, respectively, the loops 
may be strained and the fabric 
becomes irregular. 

On the other hand, at those 
feeds, where the dial and cylin- 
der needles are knitting on their 
own, a better fabric will be ob- 
tained if a somewhat longer loop 
is drawn at those feeds. No 
definite ruling can be given, 
since these adjustments vary ac- 
cording to the count and quality 
of the yarn used. 

Auxiliary cam 5 is used espe- 
cially for the production of blis- 
ter stitches and similar fabrics. 
This cam ensures that the some- 
what elongated loops peculiar to 
blister stitch fabrics are safely 
cleared.

Fig. 6 shows the yarn feed. 
Where dial needles only are in 
action, the yarn is threaded 
through hole No. 2 and for all 
fabric constructions requiring 
regular quantities of yarn 
through hole No. 3. In the latter 
case the yarn feed wheels cannot 
be used and cymbal tensions 
equipped with stop motions are 
fitted outside the feed-wheel 
system. By using wire guides 
next to the yarn guide, dropped 
stitches can be avoided. These 
are especially useful when using 
hard and lively yarns for knit- 
ting. 

The pattern wheel is shown 
in Fig. 7. By means of a special 


ARC 
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instrument the pattern wheel 
bits can be selected and set into 
the wheel in a very brief space 
of time. All the pattern wheels 
required to knit\a particular de- 
sign must be fitted during the 
same revolution of the machine. 
Setting Wheels 

When fitting the wheels, at- 
tention must be paid to see that 
the red mark on pattern wheel 
No. | and feed No. | coincide. 
All the remaining wheels can 
then be set with the red line on 
the pattern wheel parallel to the 
cylinder (Fig. 7). In order to 
fit the pattern wheel, push all 
the needles up to the top guard 
cam. Should the pattern require, 
that no pattern wheel be fitted 
at feeds | and 2, a start is then 
made at the first feed which 
does require a pattern wheel and 
this is then continued round the 
machine. In order to use the 
correct lubricant for lubricating 
the machine, a lubrication chart 
is supplied with the machine. 
This chart also indicates the 
various lubricant points on the 


RMR. A slightly viscous oil 
should be used for the needle 


butt tracks in the cam races.

Figures 8 and 9 show the 
Terrot-Pattern Wheel Selecting 
Attachment. This attachment is 
designed to assure quick setting 
out of the pattern-wheels. It is 
used as follows: First the pat- 
tern wheel is removed from the 


machine followed by the axle 
and retaining screw. After re- 


moving the cover, the wheel is 
placed upon the axle of the se- 
lecting attachment. After ensur- 
ing that the sliding plug is in 
mesh with the teeth of the wheel 
the locking screw can then be 
tightened up. By turning mem- 
ber 1 in an anti-clockwise di- 
rection all teeth in the wheel are 
brought to the front position. 
The mark on the wheel is then 
adjusted in front of the sliding 
plug and keys V and L on the

apparatus are then selected ac- 
cording to the pattern chart.

Because addi- 
tional yarn change equipment 
not necessary, the unit can ops 
ate at a uniform speed, th 
achieving a comparatively hi 
production rate. 

The builders feel that with the 
current interest shown in the 
possibilities of circular knitted 
fabrics, there lies a great future 
for this machine in the knitted 


outerwear production field. It 
has, they claim, many possibil- 
ities in the production of swim- 
wear fabrics.

Machine-napping is commonly 
practiced, but is very much ‘dependent on the condition of the 


fabric when it reaches the fin- 
isher. Fabric cannot be raised 
satisfactorily after heat setting. 
Research by British Nylon Spin- 
ners has shown there are at least 
three sequences, each producing 
a finish with a slightly different 
characteristic. 

The success of machine nap- 
ping depends very much on the 
cooperation of the knitter. Fab- 
ric should be delivered to the 
finisher rolled on a tube in open 
width free from creases and 
clean. It will be found that the 
finish applied to the yarn during 
manufacture facilitates napping. 
Although eliminating prepara- 
tion, this method may tend to 
lay the pile in one direction. 


RAISING AFTER FABRIC 
PREPARATION — The fabric is 
sewn as a tube and scoured on 
a winch machine in a weak 


alkaline solution at 104°-113° F. 
tor about 20 minutes. It is 
rinsed, first in warm water, then 
in cold, and then hydro-extracted 
in a centrifuge as gently as pos- 
sible, to avoid creasing, or over 
a suction slot machine. The fab- 
ric is next padded in a solution 
containing a raising assistant. 
Open-width padding using hard 
rubber rollers is preferred. The 
strength of the solution and the 
mangle expression should be cal- 
culated to give one-two per cent 
of the raising assistant on the 
weight of the fabric. Alternately, 
the fabric may be scoured and 
treated with the raising assistant 
while on a beam dyeing machine, 
as described later. The fabric is 
then pin stenter dried. A width 
of 50-54 inches for fabrics knit- 
ted at 84 inches on 28 gauge 
machines has been found satis-

ry. Finishing tri 
dicated that drying at “wider 
widths results in a slightly in- 
ferior pile. 

RAISING AFTER DYEING — 
[rials have indicated that this 
sequence gives an erect, dense 
and uniform pile. Heat setting, 
it should be noted, is the final 
operation. It is recommended 
that the fabric be processed in 
open-width on beam dyeing ma- 
chines. After batching, the fabric 
is scoured, dyed and then im- 
pregnated with a raising assist- 
ant. This method ensures free- 
dom from creases. The relatively 
low liquor ratio in the machine 
makes impregnation with a non- 
substantive raising assistant prac- 
ticable. Although it is recom- 
mended that both scouring and 
dyeing are done on the beam 
the fabric may, if desired, be 
scoured at a low temperature 
in tubular form before batching 
for dyeing. 

The scoured and dyed fabric 
is hydro-extracted, ideally while

Shade changes which may occur 
during post-setting can be mini- 
mized by careful dyestuff selec- 
tion, and by the use of radiant 
heat for the post-setting opera- 
tion. 

NapPING—Raising is usually 
done on double-action wire card 
napping machines. For a uni- 
form pile, there must be a cor- 
rect relationship between pile 
action, counter-pile action, drum 
speed, cloth speed, and tension. 
The settings on the various types 
of napping machines are a mat- 
ter of experience, but machines 
fitted with automatic devices 
help to ensure reproducible re- 
sults. The type and shape of the 
wire fillets, which should be em- 
bedded in a resilient base, are 
both very important in obtain- 
ing a good finish. It has been 
found that, for the heavier den-

is its cyclotric drive which ensures an absolutely constant fabric__ 


tension as well as a_perfectly 
constant fabric speed, 

Once set to pre-determined 
values, ine fabric speed and the 
fabric - tension remain constant 
throughout the entire rewinding 
process even if the fabric roller 
has become inert through the 
formation of so-called “water 
pockets” after the jig has been 
‘tanding for some time. In such 
cases it was necessary up to 
now for the dyer to turn the 
unbalanced top-heavy beams by 
hand 180 degrees or apply a 
brake. With the cyclotric dye 
lig, these measures are unnec- 
essary. 

In its essentials, the cyclotric 
drive works in such a way that 
Wo friction wheels during the 
fewinding process wander up 
and down upon the driving 
‘ones in an alternating manner 


—from the cone apex to the 
cone base and vice versa. In 
this way the speed of rotation 
of the two fabric winding rollers 
is fully controlled. The drive 
thus functions similar to analo- 
gous rewinding. 

During a momentary change 
of the fabric length between the 
two rollers a signal from the 
oscillating roller causes the two 
friction wheels, by means of a 
regulator, to re-positioned 
on the driving cones. In this 
way it is possible for the regu- 
lator to work completely inde- 
pendently from the fabric ten- 
sion which may prevail at a 
particular moment. 

Since any disturbances of the 
dynamic balances as they occur 
are compensated on the cyclo- 
tric dye jig by means of the 


dyeing

fast running drive parts and the 
fast running rotor, it is abso- 
lutely impossible for the unbal- 
anced turning momentum to be 
transferred onto the pre-ar- 
ranged fabric tension. The ma- 


chine draws wet and unbalanced 
fabric bands through the jig as 
quietly and as evenly as if they 
were perfectly balanced.

New Dry Cleaning Unit Converts To Sweater Milling Unit

The most significant feature 
of the new machine is the fact 
that goods which come off knit- 
jing machines in individual 
pieces can at once be taken to 
the seaming department, where 
they are made up into garments, 
with the exception of buttons 
and the attaching of zip- 
fasteners, and then are proc- 
essed in the new cleaning ma- 
chine. 

In order to ensure an effi- 
cient flow of the goods, it is 
recommended that the machine 
be set up either in the seaming 
department or near to it. There 
isno need to wait for the assem- 
bly of large batches of work, 
since the duration of treatment 
in the machine from start to 
finish, when the fabric has been 
finish dried, lasts only about 30 
minutes. There are therefore no 
accumulations of work, and it 
is possible to mill separately 
otker smaller and differently 
colored batches 

After the machine has been 
loaded with the correct fabric 
load, milling of the made-up 
knitted goods is commenced at 
once. One of the tanks of the 
cleaning machine contains Per- 
chlorethylene to which is added 
about 7s g/l of a cleaning re- 
inforcer used in the dry clean- 
ing industry. This quantity of 
fluid is only used for the milling 
process. The purpose of the 
cleansing reinforcer is to assure 
that the water necessary to the 
process of milling penetrates 
evenly upon the fabric and that 
itemulsifies properly. The rein- 
forcer, however, at the same 
time supports the cleaning of 
the yarn and suspension of 
waxy matter and other yarn 
finishes. 

_ As soon as the milling liquor 
is in the machine, the cleaning 
process is set into motion and 
the fabric is now wetted out 
well. Immediately following, an 
emulsion consisting of the 
Cleansing reinforcer and water 
is added by means of an adding 
It is important to calcu- 
late the amount of water which 


§ has to be added very exactly. 


\ dry cleaning machine for knitwear 
that can also be used as a sweater washer for light milling or soften- 
ing the fabric has recently become commercially available here. 
The machine Bowe R is manufactured by Bohler & Weber, Augs- 


For instance, when treating a 
typical load of 10 Kg. of Shet- 
land pullovers, the amount of 
water which has to be added 
ranges from 1,000 to 1,500 mls 
depending on the required mill- 
ing effect. This amount of 
water penetrates the fabric 
within five minutes almost 100 
per cent, and at the end of these 
five minutes the milling liquor 
is then pumped back into the 
tank. 

During centrifuging, which 
follows, the liquor extracted 
from the fabric is pumped for 
distillation, so that a part of the 
milling liquor is always fresh- 
ened up again. This freshening 
up prevents an enrichment of 
the suspended matter. 

The machine is so produc- 
tive that the distillation of the 
centrifuged liquor can be com- 
pleted within the time required 
for treatment. The distilled prep- 
aration which is now a pure 
suspender is then collected in 
the tank marked “clean” from 
which at the commencement of 
treatment of the next load the 
milling liquor is freshened up. 

With the exception of very 
fine wool qualities, such as mo- 


hair and alpaca, the goods are 
finished after centrifuging with 
a softening agent. This is done 
by a brief wetting out of the 
goods which are still damp after 
centrifuging, in the liquor con- 
taining the softening agent. This 
is then followed by a further 
brief centrifuging action and 
normal drying. 

Generally speaking, the whole 
process lasts only 30 minutes. 
The running of the whole proc- 
ess through the machine is fixed 
upon a program card, which is 
pushed at the commencement 
of treatment of the load into 
the program mechanism, which 
from then on ensures that all 
processes are performed in a 
fully automatic manner. 

In spite of this high degree 
of automaticity, the Bowe chem- 
ical cleaning installations are 
arranged in such a way that it 
is possible at any one time to 
interrupt by manual means the 
automatic functioning of the 
machine. 

The length for the mechani- 
cal processing is fixed exactly 
by the program card and is kept 
as brief as possible. As is well 
known, chemical cleaning liq- 
uors are not normally warmed 
up so that during a working day 
the temperature rises to no more 
than 40 degrees C. A further 


rise in temperature in any event 


Bowe R dry cleaning and sweater washing machine. 
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is prevented by freshening up 
the liquor with the suspender 
preparation from the distillation 
plant. The temperature gap be- 
tween room temperature and 
40 degrees C. is too small to 
have any influence upon the 
milling effect, although it must 
be admitted that by increasing 
the suspender preparation tem- 
perature, a stronger milling ef- 
fect is produced. 

It is, however, possible to 
consider this as an advantage of 
the new milling process, where 
this variable factor has been ex- 
tensively eliminated, so that re- 
produceable milling values can 
be obtained. 

With regard to the control of 
the degree of fabric dampness, 
practical experiences in this field 
have shown’ overwhelmingly 
that by changing the percent- 
ages of water added, every de- 
sired degree of milling effect 
can be obtained. These degrees 
of variation can be altered 
within very fine limits. In con- 
trast to the conventional meth- 
ods used in the milling of knit- 
wear, which are milled by using 
organic suspenders, the goods 
are not at all “wet.” 

Relaxation and shrinkage of 
the knitted goods are controlled 
by the absorption of water on 
the fiber. It is possible fault- 
lessly to mill 10 Kg. of fabric in 
one liter of water within five 
minutes. When using two liters 
of water, the limit of the de- 
sired effect has been reached at 
about five minutes’ milling time, 
so that it is possible by making 
small alterations in the amount 
of water between 1-2 liters to 
obtain finely stepped variations 
in the milling effect. On the 
other hand, it is possible to in- 
crease the milling effect, in 
those knitted goods which are 
required to have  felt-like 
character, for instance ski socks. 

Of course, it is possible to 
use the Bowe machine for the 
normal cleansing of knitted 
goods, when these have been 
soiled during seaming or during 
transport within the factory. It 
is unnecessary in this connec- 
tion to give details about this 
cleansing process, because it is 
generally well known. It is, how- 
ever, appropriate to draw atten-

iers (e.g. 205), a stronger-type 
of wire card is necessary. 

With the double aim of main- 
taining Output and reducing the 
risk of broken loops, the re- 
quired finish should be obtained 
from the smallest possible num- 
ber of passes over the machine; 
depending on fabric and machine 

characteristics, three to five 
passes may be necessary. 

The fabric is handled in open- 
width on the napping machine, 
and as raising proceeds it rap- 
idly contracts in width. Thirty 
denier fabrics (knitted at 84 in.) 
may contract to 30 inches or so 
in width. 

To prevent the fabric edge 
curling back after uncurling, a 
suitable edge uncurling mechan- 
ism should be fitted to the nap- 
ping machine as near the drum 
as possible. The mechanism may 
include expander bars as well as 
independently driven scroll roll- 
ers. Excessive lengthwise tension 
of course encourages curling.

(which for 30 denier fabrics are 
noramlly 40-48 inches wide) on 
an overfeed pin stenter. Setting 
conditions for 30 denier fabric 
are of the order of 20 seconds 
in air at 420° F. The pile must 
not be disturbed before setting, 
as any irregularities would then 
be fixed. Care must be taken 
not to expose the fabric to un- 
due tension during setting; ex- 
cessive yield requirements are an 
invariable cause of poor sta- 
bility and unsatisfactory surface 
appearance. After setting, the 
fabric must be well cooled be- 
fore plaiting or batching, other- 
wise the pile will be flattened 
and distorted. This is especially 
important with heavy deniers. 
BLEACHING AND DYEING — 
After the fabric is set, it can 
be bleached and dyed in rope 
form on a winch machine. Heat 
setting discoloration can be re- 
moved by an acid sodium chlor- 
ite bleach or a peracetic acid 
bleach. For some pale shades, 
disperse dyes are adequate, but 
must better fastness can be ob- 
tained in a range of shades (pale 
to deep) with reactive disperse 
dyes and selected acid dyes ap- 
plied by dyebath additive tech-

tion to the treatment sequences 
which it is most advantageous 
ioemploy when using it for dry 
cleaning. These post treatments 


| become necessary because the 
cleansed knitted goods, regard- 
less of whether they have been 


manufactured from wool, wool 
mixtures or synthetic fibers, re- 


quire a finishing treatment 
which improves the handle and 
appearance. 


Generally speaking, the 
method of treatment for knitted 
goods which are required to re- 
ceive after dry cleaning a fur- 
ther process to improve their 
handle and appearance is car- 
ried out as follows: 


Following centrifuging the 
goods are not dried at once, but 
instead the liquor for improving 
handle and appearance is al- 
lowed to run into the drum. 
A maximum wetting out time of 
about three minutes is com- 
pletely satisfactory in order to 
distribute the preparation evenly 
over the goods. After this, the 
softening agent is then pumped 
back into the storage tank and 
the goods are given a brief cen- 
trifuging treatment. The dura- 
tion of this last treatment is ex- 
tremely importance, because on 
this depends the degree of cov- 
erage of the preparation upon 
the goods. 

Centrifuging 

Centrifuging is only carried 
out for about 30-60 seconds 
and by using these concentra- 
tions, the desired effect is ob- 
tained. The centrifuging process 
is followed by normal drying. 
The post-treatment just de- 
scribed is particularly suitable 
for knitted goods from synthetic 
fibers, because such goods tend 
to have a somewhat dry, harsh 
handle and become charged 
with static electricity when worn 
in a dry atmosphere so that they 
become prone to easy soiling.

CLEVELAND, O. — If ad- 
vance pre-school sales are a 
criterion, this fall’s college cam- 


pus and high school parade 
round will present a colorful 
array of sweaters, knit dresses, 
with knit pants being the follow- 
up garment to be worn during 
the leisure hours in room and 
home. 

Department store and spe- 
cialty shop buyers aren’t making 
bold predictions, but several 
have indicated they'll experience 
early sellouts if buying contin- 
ues. So far, unseasonally warm 
days have hampered sales, but 
return - to- school transactions 
have been above previous years, 
and should a cold snap come 
early, sales could mean all-time 
highs. 

Noting, too, the end of the 
recession for better sales reports, 
buyers say principal buying 
themes revolve around autumn 
colors, big, bold plaids and sil- 
houettes that fit and flare. Sep- 
arates are very big in that they 


add to the wardrobe, and buyers, 
both daughters and mothers, are 
now shopping with an eye to a 
clothing budget that'll last 
through the college career, ac- 
cording to some department 
store fashion show coordinators. 
Sweaters are going to new 
lengths, with considerable favor 
in long, shaped, and heavily 
ribbed pullovers. Fur blends, 
very popular in past years, con- 
tinue to be good, with such 
blends as lambs’ wool and angora 
in demand. At Higbee Co., Gar- 
land sweaters, in a host of colors 
ranging up to almost $11.00, 
moved well. Both matching long 
sleeve fur-blend cardigan and 
short-sleeve fur blend along with 
a rugglespun wool boys sweater 
in pullover were popular. 
Buyers noted that imaginative 
styling giving wool a sporting 
look has contributed much to 
take sweaters out of a garment 
for warmth and wear to one with 
fashion flare. Some of the better 
sales reports in turnover re- 
volved around such sweaters as 
— flippant outlines of fringe, 
accentuating the supple length 
in pullover at just under $12; 
high cowl pullover with knit in 
a raised pattered with black rib- 


bed borders and a hooded jac- 
quard cardigan, both at around 
$11; crochet - edged woolknit 
cardigan in eased long line, with 
pocket ranging in price to $25; 
bulky pullovers in a host of 
offerings up to $25. 

A trend towards borrowing 
from the boys is evident, too, in 
V-necked mohair sweaters that 
can be combined with matching 
skirt. The same trend is evident, 
too, according to Halle Bros. 
personnel, in the high school 
girls. Jacket sweater, furry long, 
long drink are but a few 
of the many offerings. Some 
consternation, though, is being 
voiced by some who say that the 
‘sloppy’ look will not hold on; 
it may be a one season splurge. 

Color appears one of the 
major sales’ pitches, according to 
buyers. 

“Shades of red, green, blue, 
gold, purple, and orange, as well 
as the traditional brown, gray, 
black and white are all popular,” 
according to two major specialty 
store spokesmen. Combinations, 
they added, including fuchsia 
and orange, turquoise and mag- 
neta, and various ranges of blue, 
red and orange and in heavy 
demand.

Sioux Falls Sees 
Record Knit Sale 
In Fall, Winter 


SIOUX FALLS, S. D.—Last 
yar's highly favorable reaction 
io the newer knitwear creations 
has prompted buyers for the 
Sioux Falls department stores 
and specialty shops to expect 
its biggest fall and winter de- 
mand in knitted outerwear. 

Apparently the casual but 
neat aspect plus the easy-care 
features of this merchandise 
vives it special appeal. 
~ Merchants plan to show a big 
but conservative assortment of 
new trends mixed in with the 
old favorites in their fall knitted 
varments. They have included 
small lots of items which are 
departures in style or color. 
However, in the women’s and 
irl’ wear, special attention is 
being called to color, with the 
accent going to brightness. 

“We are in an odd position 
in merchandising in this part of 
the country,” said one store 
manager. “‘We must be able to

offer the newest styles, but we 
have to be careful not to over- 
stock fad type items. We are 
just naturally more conservative 
here and fads aren’t accepted as 
quickly here as they are in the 
more metropolitan areas.” 

Sioux Falls, which has a pop- 
ulation of 65,000, is the hub of 
a widespread marketing area 
stretching at least fifty miles in 
all directions and brings patron- 
age in from 100 to 150 miles 
from the west. It is in the west- 
ern fringe of the cornbelt and 
approximately 100 miles east of 
ranching country. It is a distri- 
bution point and sales head- 
quarters for many large supply 
companies. It has two colleges 
and two high schools. 

Most stores are including se- 
lections of men and women’s 
laminated knit jackets and 
coats. The fine flat knit look is 
generally favored in both men’s 
and women’s sweaters and in 
women’s dresses. Fewer bulky 
knits are being shown this year 
than last. 

One men’s wear department 
manager sees a lower sales vol- 
ume in men’s sweaters this year 
because of the return to classic 


styles. He feels these are more 
appealing to men than to boys 
and that men tend to buy sweat- 
ers once in two or three seasons. 

Dyed-to-match sweaters and 
skirts are expected to enjoy their 
usual importance, especially 
among business and college girls. 

Three department stores, one 
men’s clothing store and one 
women’s specialty shop were 
polled as representative of some 
30 stores and shops. 

Fantle’s: In men’s wear, 
sweaters will include more clas- 
sic styles, fewer novelty weaves, 
with cardigans probably favor- 
ed. It will show V-neck and 
other pullovers in lamb’s wool 
and Orlon. 

Coats of laminated wool knit 
are expected to appeal more to 
high school and college trade. 

In women’s and girls’ wear, 
the store will show dressmaker 
style sweaters in fur blends 
(lamb’s wool and fur fiber, in- 
cluding some with two per cent 
mink). Angora, Ban-Lon will be 
offered through sub-teen sizes; 
lamb’s wool and fur blends 
make up a big share of teen 
sizes, which also will feature 
longer length style. V-necks, 


long sleeves and three-quarter 
length sleeves will be shown. 
Both novelty and classic styles 
will be seen in the sweaters 
shown with matching skirts. 

The new offering of season 
will be a long, tailored shirt of 
double knit, solid or blend fiber 
(wool, Orlon, etc.), featuring a 
belt. Knit separates will include 
short jackets, permanent pleated 
skirts, slim skirts and lined fit- 
ted pants. 

Color is important, the buyer 
feels, and will star bright hues 
of reds, greens and turquoise. 
Here, as elsewhere, the color 
range is extensive. 

Shriver’s: Wide price range. 
It features prominent brand 
names like Jantzen, Sacony and 
White Stag. 

In men’s wear, the store will 
include large group of classic 
style sweaters, knit shirts of both 
long and short-sleeved varieties; 
colors will favor dark shades, 
including charcoal, browns and 
deep olive. 

In women’s wear it will fea- 
ture double-knit dresses, mostly 
with natural waistlines and a 
few of the lower or “relaxed”

GLASGOW, Scotland, (Via 
Scottish Amalgamated Trade 
News Agency) — Without ex- 
ception buyers here are planning 
to feature the bulky styles for 
autumn and winter; not only for 
teen agers who have been the 
mainstay of this trend in the past 
but for older women as well. 
Bulkies have become big fashion 
business and are becoming big- 
ger in the view of the women 
who are paid to predict what 
will sell. 

There is a suspicion among 
manufacturers that many of the 
present-day buyers are less acute 
in their judgment of textiles than 
their predecessors of twenty years 


ago or more. Some critics go 
further and contend that the 


buyers just do not know their 
textiles, which makes their judg- 
ment very fallable. But the ob- 
vious reply is that the present- 
day buyer is not buying textiles 
as such but is buying fashion 
and has only to be right or ap- 
proximately right in the assess- 
ment of trends to make her 
position justified; in effect, it is 
better now to have a style and 
fashion conscious buyer who can 
keep pace with the customers 
and just slightly in advance of 
them than to have an expert 
who knows textiles inside and 
out, but who is less acute in 
styles and trends. 

Hence the emphasis on styl- 
ing in the current predictions. 
The general contention is that the 
bulkier a garment is the better. 
There is an obvious limit but in 
practice the younger set has 
shown little reluctance to the 
acceptance of garments which 
quite definitely do not fit in the 
accepted sense of the word. 

Man-styled sweaters are still 
being worn and appreciated by 
the teen ager and in fact much 
of their buying is being done in 
the men’s departments. For the 
‘wenties and young matrons the 
demand is not so much for the 
*xcessively large and bulky 
Sweater as for the more fitting 
but still bulky design. Important 
Point here is that this older 
generation of young women has 
converte completely to jersey 
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and slacks for much of their 
house work, lounging and casual 
wear and give knitwear a much 
more important place in the style 
calendar than ever before. While 
fisherknit styles are still selling 
well in this section the demand 
is more for bulky lightweights 
than for heavy knits. 

Other important aspects of the 
bulky trade is the use which is 
being made for social occasions. 
Where silks and satins were tra- 
ditional, knitwear is no accept- 
able; low cut bulky knit gar- 
ments are being bought for 
ballrooms, theaters, social ga- 
therings of all sorts and much of 
the present demand for bulkies 
comes from this evening use. 

Alongside the bulkies, many 
of man-made fiber yarns, is a 
trend towards metallic yarn fab- 


rics. These are mainly blends | 


incorporating Lurex or in the 
case of imported garments, Con- 
tinental yarns of this type. The 
fabrics achieved are excellent — 
very rich and with a lame qual- 
ity which makes the knitwear 


most acceptable for evening 
wear,

Except for goods embodying 
stripes or patterns, knitting is 
done from undyed yarn. Striped 
and patterned goods are ob- 
viously produced from dyed 
yarn. Treatment of the fabric 
after knitting depends on wheth- 
ef itis produced in the greige or 
from dyed yarn. If knitted from 
undyed yarn, the fabric is dyed 
in fabric lengths in dye becks 
and then calendered.

it may be subjected only to a 


calendering operation. 

Since the preponderance of 
knitted yardgoods used in the 
manufacture of cut-and-sew knit 
shirts is of cotton, the cloth, 
whether dyed in the piece or 
produced from dyed yarn, is 
generally treated for relaxation 
shrinkage by the application of 
a thermosetting resin. 

Unless the maker of a cut- 
and-sew shirt operates his own 
knitting facilities, he is rarely 
involved in these post-knitting 
operations. The finished cloth 
usually is delivered to him in 
\0-yard length rolls, ready to be 
laid up on the cutting table. The 
manufacturer of cut-and-sew 
‘nit shirts also buys collar and

goods basis from specialty rib 
trim knitters. 

Assembly of a cut-and sew 
knit shirt is a far more involved 
operation than the fabrication of 
a circular knit sweater-shirt. The 
reason is that no fashioning or 
shaping of the fabric has been 
done in the course of knitting, 
with the result that all shaping 
of the appropriate parts of the 
garment must be done on the 
cutting table. 

From the fabric laid up on the 
cutting table, four basic parts of 
the garment are cut out in ac- 
cordance with previously devel- 
oped patterns. These consist of 
the front and back, the sleeves, 
the placket and the collar. Cut- 
ting is done via high speed cir- 
cular or straight-edge electric 
cutting knives. Sometimes col- 
lars or other parts are stamped 
out on hydraulic die clickers. 

Joining of the various cut- 
and-sew knit shirt sections is 
done on overedging machines. 
To give collars, pockets and 
other adornments stability, 
shaped pieces of non-woven fab- 
ric are frequently used as inter- 
lining; on collars these materials 
are sewn sandwich fashion be- 
tween the front and back of the 
collar. A typical sewing sequ- 
ence for cut-and-sew knit shirts 
is: (1) hemming sleeves, (2) set- 
ting plackets, (3) collar setting, 
(4) stitching neck to close col- 


lar, (5) setting sleeves and side | 


seams, (6) hemming bottom of 
shirt, (7) sewing buttons and but- 
tonholes. After all parts have 
been fully assembled the gar- 
ment is then trimmed, inspected, 
pressed, folded and packed.

NG MULTI-COLORED SINGLE 
‘ARN — A method for produc- 
1g multi-colored single yarn 
irectly from drawing | sliver 
ithout the formation of roving, 
wented by William McDowell 
\rmstrong of La Grange, Ga., 
as been granted U.S. Patent 
lo. 2,996,873. The inventor 
as assigned the patent to Calla- 
ay Mills Company, La Grange, 
Jal. 

The new method for produc- 
ing multi-colored single yarn 
consists of forming a_ plurality 
of card slivers of different colors 
and separately subjecting the 
slivers to a first drawing to form 
drawing slivers. Concurrently 
the different colored drawing 
slivers are subjected to a second 
drawing in a common drafting 
zone while maintaining color 
separation of the fibers laterally 
of the direction of drafting. 

The fibers of different colors 
are independently condensed 
after the second drawing to form 
pseudo-slivers of different col- 
ors. The pseudo-slivers are con- 
densed together without twist to 
form a single untwisted sliver in 
which the fibers of each color 


are concentrated together and 
then spinning a yarn directly 


from the single untwisted sliver. 


METHOD PATENTED FOR 
RECT SPINNING OF CONDENSER 
YaRN—Two British inventors, 
Frank Leach and Harry Shen- 
ton, of Rochdale, England, have 
been granted U. S. Patent No. 
2,995,002 covering a new proc- 
ess for the direct spinning of 
condenser yarn. The inventors 
have assigned the patent to 
Permo Spinning Limited, Roch- 
dale.

NEW PROCESS PATENTED FoR 
SHRINKPROOFING WooL — A 
new method for shrinkproofing 
wool with compositions contain- 
ing a polyester, invented by 
Charles H. Binkley of Berkeley, 
California, has been granted 
U.S. Patent No. 2,992,944. 
The patent has been assigned to 
the United States of America as 
represented by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

The new process for shrink- 
proofing wool - containing tex- 
tiles without impairing their 
hand is a three-step impregnat- 
ing process. The textile is im- 
pregnated with: (a) a _poly- 
epoxide containing at least two 
epoxy groups per molecule; (b) 
a polyamide of an aliphatic poly- 


amine and a_ polycarboxylic 
acid, the polyamide containing 


free groups selected from the 
class consisting of amine groups 
and carboxy groups; and (c) a 
glycerol - adipic acid polyester 
having an acid number from 50 
to 180. 

The total amount of poly- 
epoxide, polyamide and _poly- 
ester deposited on the textile 
ranges from about 0.5 to 10 
per cent of the weight of the 
textile. 
ter is about 0.5 to 2 parts by 
weight for each part by weight 
of polyepoxide. The impreg- 
nated textile is cured by heating 
it at an elevated temperature to 
cure and insolubilize the poly- 
epoxide, polyamide and _ poly- 
ester on the textile fibers.
